REDMOND ELECTED. 


— 


Parnellite Victory in Yesterday’s Elec- 
tion at Waterford. 


AN UNEXPECTED BLOW TO THE M’CAR- 
THYITE FACTION. 


New Lease of Life Given the Dead Lead- 
er’s Party—Micheael Davitt Surprised 
and Disappointed—London’s Black Fog 
€till Holds and Many Lives Have Been 
Lost—Foreign News. 


DreLin, Dec. 24.—The result of the election 
which took place yesterday at Waterford for 
a member of Parliament to succeed the late 
Richard Power was made known this morn- 
ing. To the surprise of the political proph- 
ets, Mr. John E. Redmond, the Parnellite 
candidate, easily defeated the McCarthyite 
representative, Mr. Michael Davitt. The 
polling was as follows: Mr. John E. Red- 
mond (Parnellite), 1,725; Mr. Michael Davitt 
(MeCarthyite), 1,229. Majority for Mr. Red- 


mond, 497. 
This victory was a heavy blow to the Mc- 
Carthyites, who were confident of victory, 


and will serve to give a new lease of life to the 

Parnellite party. It is now believed to be 
certain that the followers of the late Mr. 
Parnell as represented under the leadership 
of Mr. Redmond will win a: number of other 
seats and be able to maintain themselves as 
a distinct party for sometime tocome. The 
Parnellites had been driven into their last 
intrenchment, into the last ditch, but they 
rallied nobly, fought with the most grim de- 
termination, and have handsomely routed 
their enemies. 

The number of registered electors at the 
last election, by which the late Mr. Richard 
Power (a home-ruler) was returned wupop- 
posed, was 3,946 and 2,954 votes were cast 
yesterday for the two candidates. It will 
thus be seen that ebout one thousand people 
abstained for one reason and another from 
yoting. 

The Parnellites are jubilant, of course, and 
say that their victory arises from the fact 
that the priests were unable to coerce the 
Waterford electors, as they had previously 
coerced the Cork and other voters who have 
given majorities against Parnellites within 
the past few manths.

ALMOST A RIOT. 

Owing to the great excitement that pre- 
vyalled in the room in which the votes were 
counted the first figures announced were in- 
accurate, An official recount shows that In- 
stead of 1,175 votes Mr. Redmond received 
1,773, making his majority over Mr. Davitt 546 
instead of 496 as at first reported. 

The announcement of the official figures 
was followed byascene cf the wildest en- 
thusiasm. The Parnellites shouted, waved 
their hats and sticks and inevery way gave 
vent totheir jubilant feelings. The McCar- 
thyites were correspondingly depressed and 
their defeat. After quiet had been somewhat 
restored, Mr. Redmond proposed the usual 
vote of thanks tothe Sheriff, to whom is en- 
trusted the task of making the official return 
of the election.

WILD WITH JOY. 

The news of the extent of the Parnellite 
victory had spread throughout the city, and 
the streets were filled with people, who were 
absolutely wild with the excitement 
of success. Crowds formed in fine 
and paraded up and down the thorough- 
fares relieving themselves by uttering wild 
huzzas, and in other ways showing their full 
appreciation of the political chastisement 
they had infiicted upon their opponents. 
Some of the paraders had se- 
cured swords, and as they marched they 
brandished their naked weapons in an exceed- 
ingly careless manner, which struck terror 
mtothe hearts of the bystanders. As the 
sword- bearers became particularly vehement 
in pointing their exclamations with their 
blades, the people near them would dodge 
and withdraw toa safe distance, It was not 
a good opportunity to advance 
McCarthyite arguments, and Mr. Davitt 
was fortunate in not running afoul of the 
Parnellite processionists. Four hundred ex- 
tra police are on duty in Waterford City and 
there is no doubt that this force will be able 
to restrain the ebullitions of the victorious 
party within safe bounds.

GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 
GERMANY’S MIGRATION REGULATIONS. 

BERLIN, Dec. 24,—It is stated that the Gov- 
ernment bill to regulate rural migration to 
towns provides that those persons desiring 
to quit their native place must advance 
proof of their ability to acquirea dwelling 
in the new settlement. If they are unable to 
maistaina dwelling within a certain period 
they will be sent back again, andif they are 
unable to workthe parish willallotthema 
dwelling. To effect this scheme itis pro- 
posec that every laborer shail pay a small 
percentage of his wages into the parish 
funds. 


THE CZAR DISPLEASED. 

St. PETERSBURG, Dec. 244.—The Berlin cor- 
respondent of the London News says that tel- 
egrams which have been sentto that city 
from Vienna contain the information that 
the Czar is displeased at the Chadouine 
affair astending to hurry Turkey intothe 
arms ofthe Dreibund. The Russian Govern-

LOOKING FOR SHIPS. 


Secretary Tracy Securing Steamers for 
Transport Service. 


NAVAL OFFICIALS EAGER FOR A BOUT 
WITH CHILL 


The Dynamite Cruiser Vesuvius Prepar- 
ing for Duty in Southern Waters—Will 
Admiral Brown Go Back to Valparaiso? 
—Probable Changes in the Chilian Cabi- 
net— Arrival of the Efrazuriz. 


Wasninctoyx, D. ©., Dec. 2%4.—Secretary 
Tracy spent the past few daysin New York, 
and it is stated that whiflein that city he was 
in daily conference with officials ofthe navy 
yards and proprietors of the big steamship 
lines for the purpose of securing options on 
merchant vessels to be used as transports in 
case of war with Chili. The belief is almost 
universal among naval officials that this 
Government ispn the eve of open hostilities 
with the Chilians. It is said that every 
avallable ship-of-war carrying the United 
States flag is now in commission and could be 
quickly concentrated at Vaiparaiso. 

The Navy Department is unquestionably 
getting in readiness to strike a blow ifthe 
order to do sois given by .Congress. That at 
least a demonstration of our naval strength 
will be made soon in Chilian waters seems 
very probable. Thére is good authority for 
the statement that the dynamite cruiser Ve- 
suvius, as soon as she is fitted out at Norfolk, 
will sail at once tojoin Rear-Admiral Walk- 
er’s fleet in the South Atlantic, with a view 
to active service in Chill. 

At the State Department it was stated that 
no dispatches had been received from Minis- 
ter Egan within the pasttwenty-four hours 
to materially changes the _ situation of 
affairs at Santiago. From some official 
sources it was learned, however, that the 
danger ofa sudden rupture of the present 
diplomatic peaec Hes in the fact that the 
Balmacedists whom Minister Egan is har- 
boring atthe legation are so obnoxious to 
the people and thé officials of the provisoinal 
government that an attack upon them may 
be looked for at any time. 

The policy of the State Department now 
appears to be to patiently wait the change of 
Government in Chili, which occurs on the 
29th inst., the provisional Government giv- 
ing wayto the officials regularly chosen at 
the last election, with Jorge Montt as Presi- 
dent. Dispatches from Santiago to-day state 
that Minister Matta, whose speech outlining 
the policy of Chili in the Valparaiso affair 
attracted so much attention, will probably 
be succeeded by Senor Bianco Veil, a more 
conservative man. It Is thought probable 
that he will pursue a more pacific policy than 
has Matta. 

In the meantime the announcement is 
made that Secretary and Mrs. Blaine are to 
be the guests of Senér Pedro Montt, the 
Chilian Minister at Washington, at dinner on 
Saturday evening next. 


FEAR A REVOLf?. 


RUMORS OF A PLOT AMONG THE FORMER &SUP- 
PORTERS OF BALMACEDA. 

SANTIAGO, Chill, Dec. 24.—There have been 
many rumors in this city and Valparaiso re- 
cently about a contemplated uprising of the 
supporters of Balmaceda. The plot is said 
to have been hatched in the prison where 
many of the dead dictator’s officers are con- 
fined. 

The Government, in consequence of these 
alarming rumors, has adopted the utmost 
precautions to prevent such an occurrence. 
All visitors to the penitentiary and jail have 


been denied admittance, and several promi- 
nent men, who were officials under 
Balmaceda and who were released upon 
bonds, have been placed again in 
custody. It is intended to keep 
them there until after the inau- 
guration ceremonies on Dec. 29. There are 
also stories ofa plotto kill President Jorge 
Montt and other leading officials of the Junta, 
but any such attempt seems certain to prove 
disastrous to those who undertake it. Every- 
thing possible has been done to prevent the 
successful accomplishment of the rumored 
lot. 

P Congress to-day, afteracareful scrutiny of 
the electoral vote,formally prociaimed Jorgo 
Montt Balmaceda’s successor as President of 
Chili. The new cabinet will include Ramon 
Barros Lucas as Minister of the Interior; 
Francisco Vergara, now manager of the bank 
at Valparaiso, as Minister of Finance, and 
Bianco Veil, an able, bright man, as Minister 
of Foreign Affairs,tosucceed Matta. Augustin 
Edwards. the banker,and one of the fore- 
most men in the Conservative party, will 
probably retain his present post of Minister 
of Public Works. 


CHILI’S NEW CRUISER. 


THE-ERRAZURIZ ARRIVES IN THE HARBOR OF 
VALPARAISO. 

VALPARAI80, Chill, Dec. #.—The Chilian 
war-ship Errazuriz has arrived at this port. 
This is one of the crulsers which Balmaceda 
had bulit abroad and upon which he counted 
to assist himin the supreme effort at this 
city before his  fali. The Errazuriz 


sailed from France to the succor of 
the Dictator, but before she reached Monte- 
video the battle of Vina de] Mar had been lost 
and won and Balmaceda was a fugitive. Her 
commander deserted her and she was soon 
delivered over to victorious insurgents. 

The Errazuriz is a powerful cruiser, of the 
same model of the Capitan Pratt, now bulld- 
ing abroad. Her speed is 19 knots an hour; 
steel hull, copper sheathed; armament, 4 
15-centimeter guns, 2 12-centimeters, 4 rapid- 
firing (millimeters) and 6 machine guns. Her 
main battery is canot 3-caliber, the French 
type. She has three torpedo tubes. The 
only armor protection isan all-steel protec- 
tion Ggeck with cellular belts and coffer dams.

Senator Preston B. Plumb’s Remains 
in the Grave. 


BURIED TO-DAY AT EMPORIA 
PROPER CEREMONIES. 


Funeral Services at the House—Last Look 
Taken by Relatives, Friends and Com- 
rades in Arms-—Enormous Crowds 
Witness the Procession—Kansas Bids 
Farewellto Her Distinguished Dead. 


Emponrta, Kan., Dec, %.—All that is mortal 
of the late lamented ' senior Senator of Kansaé 
was placed beneath his native soll to-day, 

It was a typical Kansas day, such as Pres- 
ton B. Plumb has seen hundreds of times ia 
his beloved ‘‘Sunny Kansas.’’ It was a 
peaceful day, symbolic of the rest which the 
dead Senator had never known in life. After 
years of toll for his fellow men and his native 
State rest had come at last. It was only the 
elements that were cheerful to-day. A gloom 
pervaded the city and sorrow 
wasapparent on every face. The fags 
on the public buildings were displayed 
at half mast, business houses were draped in 
biack, and on nearly every private residence 
were displayed emblems of mourning. In 
many windows there had been placed por- 
traits of the distinguished Senator in frames 
of black and draped with black crepe. All 
night long the guards, detailed by Company 
E, Kansas Cavairy, which was organized 
thirty years ago by Mr. Plumb, who was 
then a struggling country newspaper man, 
paced back and forth before the resitence of 
the dead Senator. Ina front room stood the 
casket containing the body over which an- 
other detail from the same company stood 
guard. 

The services of the day commenced with 
private funeral service at the family resi- 
dence, at the corner of Sixth and Union 
streets. They were of the simplest nature, 
such as would have been desired by Mr. 
Piumb and tn keeping with the plain tastes of 
the man, The services were strictly private 
and were attended only by the members of 
the family, the Congressional Gelegation and 
a few chosen friends who had been intimate 
with the Senator. They consisted only of a 
prayer by the Rev. Dr. Cordley of the First 
Congregational Church of Lawrence, Kan., 
who for many years was pastor of the charch 
which Mr. Plumb attended in Emporia, and 
the hymn ‘‘Abide With Me’’ sung by the choir 
of the Congregational Church of yo

STRONG WITH THE PARTY AND IN EX- 
CELLENT HEALTH. 


Eignificance of the Recent Cabinet Ap- 
pointment—Eusiness Politics Holding 
the Reins—Freed From Entanglements 
‘With Windward Anchors, the Maine 
Statesman Is Eager for the Fray. 


WaSsHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 24.—It is daily be- 
coming more and more apparent that the 
close friends of Blaine, such as Joe Manley 
et al., knew precisely what they were talking 
about when, in their familiar way, they de- 
Clared that the ‘‘old man was in the race.’’ 

Party leaders, whoso inside information 
cannot be questioned, now affirm these as- 
sertions of Mr. Blaine’s shouters, and further 
make the statement thatif the Minneapolis 
Convention were held to-day, insteadof in 
1892, ‘‘Harrison would not be in it.’’ 

Another fact whichis growing in dimen- 
sions every day is that the opponent of 
Btephen B. Elkinsto a cabinet position was 
mot a Blaine man nor in the interest of 
Blaine. The popular bellefthat Blaine and 
Elkins are personal and political intimates 
is farfrom correct. The relations of the two 
men are friendly because the interests of 
both are served by keeping them so. But 
they are not intimates and have not been for 
60me time. Atone stage of his career Mr. 
Blaine feil ‘into the error, common to public 
men of lower aims, ofthinking he would be 
Btrengthened by an alliance with capital. 
The two who profited most by this mistaken 
idea were Stephen B. Elkins and Andrew 
Carnegie. 

A BUSINESS ALLIANCE. 2 

The former lost notime in forming a busi- 
mess connection of great value to himself and 
less, but not immaterial in a financial sense, 
to Mr. Blaine. Mr. Carnegie promptly 
assumed a more personal relationship, which 
gratified ina measure his social ambition, 
but gave a disproportionate return in very 
large contributions to funds used in cam- 
paigns of immediate concern to Mr. Blaine. 
To one other rich man—William Walter 
Phelps—Mr. Blaine placed himself under 
financial obligations, but as Mr. Phelps had 
no sordid interests to serve and 1s ever ready 
to accommodaté¢ a friend from his abund- 
ance, the transaction in no way affected Mr. 
Blaine’s public standing. 

That his open alliance with Elkins and Car- 
Negie did operate against him in 1888,when at 

the time of the convention be was on the 
manufacturer's coach in Scotland, as wellas 
at the polls in 1854, was well understood by 
beth his friends and his enemies. 

The time came when he, too, felt the great 
disadvantage which almost unwittingly he 
had brought upon himself. The result of his 
appreciation and reflection was an earnest 
attempt to cut loose from all such entangle- 
ments. 

To sever his business relations with Elkins 
Was coinparatively casy. It was done. To 
forsake the handsome mansion bullt with Mr. 
Phelps’ money involved only an overruling 
of family objections. That, too, was accom- 
plished. Only Carnegie, the most trouble- 
some of the three, remained, and his claim 
was satisfied finally with the opening of new 
markets for his wares at great advantage to 
himself and, incidentally, corresponding dis- 
Advantage to the farmers, whose representa- 
tives in Congress were frightened into serv- 
ing as cat’s paws to draw the manufacturer’s 
chestnuts from the fire. 

FREE OF BURDENS, 

The last big personal debt has been paid, 
and Mr. Blaine stands squarely upon his feet 
& free nan for the first tiine tn years, 

With thistrue understanding of the case 
the absurdity of supposing that Mr. Blaine 
Gemanded oreven desired the appointment 
of Elkins becomes apparent. There was no 
reason why he should assume to oppose the 
President’s wish, and hedidnot.

How Judge Fisher Put in the Day in 
Court. 


KATHARINE ROTHKOFF’S TALE OF HER 
MARITAL TRIALS AND TRIBULATIONS. . 


A Woman Who Came to This City Espe- 
cially to Procure a Separation From 
Her Husband—John Nugent Wants 
$20,000 for the Loss of Both Hands— 

- Court News. 


Judge Fisher is engaged to-day hearing dal- 
vorces. The first case tried was that of Cath- 
erine Rothkopf against Ferdinand Rothkopf 
of 1904 Destrahan street. Mrs. Rothkopf tes- 
tified that her husband drank a great deal. 
He worked in a brewery, she stated, and 
came home under the influence of liquor al- 
mostevery evening. He drank a great deal 
of beer, she stated. On one occasion, 
she testified, her husband offered her beer 
to drink and she refused to take it, 
whereupon, she stated, he struck her with 
his fist and knocked herdown behind the 
stove and choked her. 

**I told him,’’ said Mrs. Rothkopf, ‘‘that 
I would not drink the beer.I would take poison 
and kill myself. I screamed when he knocked 
me down and called for the _  neigh- 
bors. I got away from him at 
last and ranaway.’’ Onanother occasion, 
she stated, her husband ran her out ofthe 
house with a knife. She wenttoa friend’s 
house and stayed all night she stated 
and a policeman came home with her 
in the morning. The knife was found, 
she stated, inthe yard. Hetore her glothes 
off of her and threw the dishesat her. Her 
husband owns a house and lot on Destrahan 
street, she stated, worth $2,000. She was 
finally compelled to leave her husband and is 
employed at 1212 Olive street. 

The parties have two children, Emma,aged 
17, and a married daughter, aged 22. Both 
children testified totheir father’s bad treat- 
ment of theirmother. Emma,a good-look- 
ing young woman, who spoke in faultless 
English, testified to her father’s knocking 
her mother down when she _ refused 
to drink beer. She stated that her 
mother had frequently to assist 
her father to take off his clothes in retiring 
as he would be too much under the influence 
of liquor to disrobe himself. Her father, she 
stated, used to become angry at the 
witness for speaking in English, 
which he did not understand,and run her out 
of the house. She is employed, she stated, 
ina shoe factory. The married daughter, 
Mrs. Mary Bader, and her husband also cor- 
roborated the story of the treatment of his 
wife by Rothkopf. Bader, who also is a 
brewery man, stated his mother-in-law 
treated her husband too good, 

‘*Thatis, you think,’’ said Attorney Hugo 
Muench, who was conducting the case, ‘‘that 
it would have been better if Mrs. Rothkopf 
had used more forcible means.’’ 
‘*Yes,’’ assented Bader laughing. Miss 
Anna GoldKkKamp, a young girl friend of 
the daughter, Emma, testified that she used 
tobe at the Rothkopfs nearly every evening. 
She lived close by, and uséd to drop in to see 
Emma, Rothkopf, She stated, used to drink 
a good deal. ‘*‘He used to get mad at us 
giris,”’ said she, ‘‘because we talked Ameri- 
can.’ 
Judge Fisher granted the divorce and al- 
lowed Mrs. Rothkopf $1,000 alimony in gross. 
TRIED TO MAKE A MAN OF HIM. 
The next case tried was that of Mrs. Emma 
Campbellagainst Richard Alexanger Camp- 
bell. The parties were married Dec. 29 
1881, and lived together until 
» arch 13 last. Mrs. Campbell testified 
that her husband has been an habitual 
drunkard for the two years preceding the 
filing of the divorce suit. e tried, she 
stated, to make a man of him, but failed. He 
failed, she stated, to support her and her 
children, and she was compelled to make her 
own living. The divorce was granted. 
HE WANTED HER BACK.

What Mr. Miller Had to Say About 
the Polytechnic Deal. 


The Ex-President Makes Some Damag- 
ing Admissions. 


THE BUILDING PAID TWELVE PER CENT 
ON $120,000. 


A Statement Which Admits of But Two 
Explanations—Mr. Miller’s Explana- 
tion of Why the Sale Was Rushed 
Through—Members Who Did Not Know 
What They Voted On. 


Citizen Mansfield has not yet succeeded in 
discouraging the investigation of the Poly- 
technic sale and other transactions of the 
Miller regimeinthe School Board. Despite 
his terrible threats the committee held an- 
other long session last eyening and propose 
to keepon holding meetings at the same 
place, The next one will occur next Monday 
evening, when Citizen Mansfield will be called 
to tell what he knows about the deals of the 
Miller Board, and his reason for trying to 
prejudice the inquiry by threatening to write 
the investigators out of town. Be- 
fore the meeting began Chairman 
Huttig was subjected to a_ IlLberal 
share of good natured bantering regard- 
ing the Jury Commissioner’s threat to take 
up his vitriolic pen and write the Chairman 
out of the city. Mr. Huttig took itallasa 
joke and seemed toenjoy the humor of the 
situation as well as the others. He denied 
the report that he had sold his planing milis 
and other property Interests with a view to 
getting away before the Lord High Reformer 
of the Jury Commissioner’s office executed 
his awful threat. 

The other members of the committee 
said they liked the city and hoped 
that Citizen Mansfield’s wrath 
would be appeased, without making 
their expatriation a condition, They were 
assured by acquaintances of the citizen that 
he did not intend to drive them out ofthe 
country, that his object was merely to mold 
public opinion in such a shape that the 
investigation would haveto stop, even if 
hecessary to arouse enough indignation to 
make life in St. Louls unpleasant for Chair- 
man Huttig. 

MILLER ARRIVES. 

The meeting was set for 8 o’clock, and at 
that hour Chairman Huttig, President Miller, 
L. J. Holthaus and J. H. Spinning were 
seated around the inquisitorial table. Ex- 
Director Macklin was seated near Chalir- 
man Huttig’s chair, having  volun- 
teered his services as a notary pub- 
lic to swear the witnesses. In the 
gathering were Directors O’Connelil, Kelly, 
Brady, Waitand ex-Directors Dozier, Gib- 
bons and Dutro. Ex-Director Barstow sent 
a note tothe committee that sicknessin his 
family prevented his attendance. He added 
that he would be pleased to obey any future 
summons, 

Just as the committee was about to 
begin operations ex-President Miller 
entered rather nervously and informed Mr. 
Huttig that he would like to be examined 
first. He removed his satin-lined overcoat 
with some haste and hung it on a convenient 
hook. He then smiled and said; 

*‘Gentlemen, lam ready.’’ , 

‘*Will you be sworn, Mr. Miller?’’ asked the 
Chairman. 

The ex-President stood up at the side of 
the witness chair and “Assistant City 
Counselor Macklin Jumped out ofhis chair 
aud held aloft his right hand. 

OBJECTED TO MACKLIN, 

Mr. Miller looked at him winked Bis eyes, 
and in a clear voice said, ‘‘Il object to being 
sworn by Mr.:Macklin.’’ 

Ex-Director Macklin dropped in his chair, 
turned aronnd to some of the directors and 
smiled. 

‘*If you will wait, Mr. Miller, said Chatir- 
man Huttig, ‘‘Mr. Blair will administer the 
oath. Heisa notary, andlexpect him here 
every minute.’’ While they were waiting Mr. 
Huttig asked the ex-President if he ob- 
jected to being sworn by anybody. He an- 
swered that his objection was only as to Mr. 
Macklin. 

Macklin then remarked: ‘‘I am sorry, in- 
deed; I would certainly appreciate the honor 
of swearing Mr. Miller.’’ 

There was no further talk on the subject, 
for at this juncture Mr. Blair hurried in the 
room and administered the oath. Mr. Miller 
then took the chairand remained in it fully 
an hour. During that time he was asked 
something likeone hundredand fifty ques- 
tions. The bulk of his testimony was given, 
however, in the shape of the following state- 
ment: 

MILLER TESTIFIES. 

**I was a member of the School Board Aug. 
8, 1890, at the time the resolution was passed 
for the sale of the Polytechnic buliding; pre- 
sided at she meeting and voted for the resolu- 
tion. My reasons for so doing were these: In 
iss8 there were many complaints of the im- 
moral surroundings of the building, and nu. 
merous protests that the location was very 
improper for a school attended by young 
ladies and girls, and tbe police reported cases 
of attempts to entice girls attending the 
school into questionable places. In the sec- 
ond place, I examined the building 
thoroughly, as I am qualified to do, being 
in the insurance business, and found that the 
structure was a very dangerous one for fires— 
in jact a regular fire-trap. I realized the 
danger the children were subject to and the 
great risk beingrunin having our splendid 
library destroyed by fire. I was soimpressed 
with the necessity of a changeof quarters 
that I immediately drew up and presented to 
the board aresolution authorizing the ap- 
pointment of a committee tosell the buliding. 
This resolution passed, and a commit- 
tee consisting of myself and Direc- 
tors Barstow and Loler were appointed 
to make the sale if we could obtaina just 
price. Wethen thought the property worth 
$150,000. We advertised the property in a 
number ofthe daily papers for three weeks 
and wentamong real estate men and solic- 
ited an offer, but could getnone. Mr. Gould 
sent an agent to examine the buildingand did 
make an offer for the property of $75, 
through Mr. Adam Boeck. This was in De- 
cember, 1888, and in. January, 1889, the com- 
mittee reported to the board its inability to 
makeasale at afair price and it was dis- 
charged,.’’ 

MET MR. BROOKINGS. 

‘Some time after this four fires, one or 
two quite. serious, broke out in the building 
one after another and emphasized the con- 
tinued danger we were in. Onedayin Au- 
gust, 1590, | met Mr. Brookings on the street, 
and he asked me if the property was still for 
sale. I told him there was no particular ef- 
fort being made, but if he wanted to make an 
offer 1 would present it tothe board. At this 
time there was a great cry foranew High 
School, and tn order to have it, it was neces- 
sary tofirst dispose of the Polytechnic. It 
occurred t@ me that, if we could get anythin 
like a fair price, it would be e008 policy an 
to the best interest ofthe public schools to 
take it, I met Mr. Brookings afterwards and 
showed him through the ‘building, really 
haping that I might be able to hide some of 
its many defects, but he was aboutas quick 
as I was in taking in the points and 
expressed himself very unfavorably im- 

ressed. He conmipared the value of the 
otwilth that of other oorners on the 
street as far north as Olive. We were 
then aware that the opposite vacant lot had 
sold for some $127,000, but Mr. Brookings con- 
tended that a northwest corner lot,especial 
with two alleys, was at least $10,006 more val- 
uable. He said he could make no use of the 
bullding, asit was not adapted to business 
purposes, and alithat he could use of it was 
the foundation and that might not answer 
his purposes. “He agreed to consider the 
matter aud meet me again. In about a week 
he came to my office and said that, while he 
was not in the market buying real estate, he 
was willing to give the board $120,000 for the 
property.’’ .

Mr. Macklin and Dr, Bartholdt 
and one or two others were on a high horse 
that night, andif they did not hearit was 
their own fault. The sale was made, not 
the next morning after the resolution was 

assed as has been stated, but 

hursday, two days afterwards. I 
Mr. Brookings of the passage ofthe resolu- 
tfon, and he paid down $10,000 and later 
$10,000 more, giving his note for the remain- 
ing $100,000 to run till next September. As we 
were to have possession of the building till 
then and he to keep the building insured to 
our benefit in the sum of $35,000, to meet any 
expense of rent for new quarters in case of 
fire, it was agreed that his note should draw 
no interest.’’ 

THOUGHT IT BUNOOMBE. 

**I do not know ofary person being bene- 
fited directly or indirectly by the sale of the 
bullding. No commissions were paid to any 
third party. Iheard Mr. Macklin make his 
offer of $135,000 In the next meeting of the

DECLINED TO ANSWER. 

**Who did Mr. Fielding Mansfield represent 
in the quo warranto proceedings to oust the 
Aulerites?’’ asked President Bartholdat. 

‘*I must decline to answer your question,’’ 
he said, ‘‘I willonly testify as to matters 
connected with the Polytechnic matter. The 
court proceedings come under a different 
head. I haveonly answered your questions 
Mr. Bartholdt, because you are President of 
the Board. I don’t consider you a member 
of this committee,’’ he said with some dis- 
play of feeling. 

‘*Mr. Milier,’’ replied President Bartholdt, 
‘‘Ihavea solemn duty to perform in these 
premises that I do not ambygare re 4 enjoy, 
and that is why I ask you these questions.’’ 

Chairman Huttig asked Mr. Miller as a 
business man if he considered the sale of the 
Polytechnic a business-like affair, and he 
insisted that he did, andthat he and his col- 
leagues had made every effort to make the 
best sale under the circumstances, 

OVER A YEAR ELAPSED. 

In reply to another question, Mr. Mf!fl- 
ler admitted that the roperty 
had not been, advertise for 
sale after the discharge of the committee ap- 
pointed to look for purchasers. This estab- 
lished the fact that a year and several 
months had elapsed between the publication 
of the last advertisement and the close of the 
Brookings deal, Still Mr. Miller insisted tn 
his testimony that ‘*Everybody Knew the 
property was for sale.’’ On this point the 
witness was subjected to a lively examina- 
tion by Messrs, Huttig, Blair, Holthaus and 
Spinning. 

‘‘What was your “estimate of the rental 
value of this building?’’ asked Mr. Holthaus. 

‘*We figured out that it ought to bring 
$15,000 per annum. 

‘*Don’t you think $120,000 was a poor price 
for such a property?’’ again asked Mr. 
Huttigz. 

‘*Well, it was the best we could get, and 
we wanted to get out of this locality for the 
reasons! have given, and also because we 
needed this money for the new High School,’’ 

Mr. Miller again repeated thatthe building 
was a fire trap and spoke of the precautions 
that had been taken to protect the pupils on 
the upper floor in theevent of fires. ‘The ex- 
amination elicited the fact that the fires 
might have occurred in other bulldings as 
most Of them origigated from common 
causes, 

MADE THE TERMS EASY. 

The next feature of Mr. Miller’s examina- 
tion went over the conditions of the sale. The 
questions brought out the fact that $20,000 
had been paid and that Mr. Brookings’ note 
for $100,000 without interest was due next 
September, Directors Huttig, Spinning and 
Holthaus, who have had considerable 
experience In buying real estate, allagreed 
that it was a most desirable arrangement all 
around for Mr, Brookings. 

‘*It wasa splendid option for Mr. Brook- 
ings,’’ was Mr. Huttig’s remark, 

Mr. Spinning said he would like to be able 
to make his realty purchases on such con- 
ditions and Mr. Holthaus also haa some com- 
ments to makethat were not of-a pleasant 
character to the Chief Engineer of the Poly- 
technic sale. 

As he was about to leave the witness stana 
Mr. Miller said: ‘‘Anything else Ican teil 
you? I come hereto testify about this sale 
and also about a furnace alleged tohave been 
placed tin my house, but I’ve never seen it.’’ 
Mr. Miller seemed ina hurry atthe outset to 
be examined first, so that he could leave, but 
at the close of his testimony he took a seat in 
the room and remained an interested auditor 
until the committee went into executive 
session, which was between 10 and 11 o’clock. 

INDORSED MILLER. 

Ex-Director John M. Dutro was the next 
witness called to the chair. His examina- 
tion took but a few minutes for the reason 
that he was not a member of the board when 
the sale was made, He testified that wnen he 
became a member of the board he undertook 
an investigation of the ugly things that had 
been said about the Polytechnic sale. His 
conclusion was that the transaction was 
BcasaNs and that the property brought a fair 
price. 

Ex-Director L. D. Dozier was examined 
next. There wasa tinge of sarcasmin his 
reference tothe investigation. He said he 
was absent from the city when the sale was 
made, but that he felt it his duty to come be- 
fore the committee in justice to Mr. Miller, 
whom he said was more sinsed against than 
sinning.

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Sprinkling Contractors Will Raise Their 
Prices This Season. 


THEY CLAIM COMMISSIONER HOLMAN 
INCREASES THEIR EXPENSES. 


Electric Wire Superintendent Andrew J. 
O’Reilly Freparing a Fill to Regulate 
the Troublesome Little Messenger 
Companies—Baby Carriages and the 
Bicycle License Bill. 


The bids for sprinkling are going to be 
higher this season than they were last. The 
contractors have talked it over and decided 
that. They can easily fixthe figures now, 
because, although there is on the surface no 
combination among the contractors, the 
business is practically in the hands of a very 
few men. It requires money to undertake 
acity contract, and nobody can afford to 
bid on one unless he hasa few thousand 
dollars. The bidders have to buy horses and 
oats, give a bond, and have enough money, 
besides, to keeptheir oufits going between 
pay-days. N,. Cc. Pohlman and Pat 
O’Connell are the most en- 
fluential of the sprinklers. What they 
say is gospel to the othersprinklers. Poll- 
man isatthe headofthem all. He hasa big 
coal business in North St. Louis, and he uses 
his men and teams in that during the winter. 
When he sets the figures for sprinkling all 
the rest of the sprinklers take the hint. 

Contractor Pollman tells a Post-DISPATCH 
reporter that he barely got out even last sea- 
son on his sprinkling, and heis going to put 
his bids a notch higher this time. This 
means, of course, that all of the sprinklers 
will do the same thing. 

**Many a man lost money on the sprinkling 
contracts last season,’’ sald the sprinkling 
boss, ‘‘and this seasonIam goingto put up 
my bidtoa point where I’ll either makea 
fair profit or get ho contracts. Last season I 
put my bids very low. I _  hadn’t 
as much experience as Ihave now. One man 
went a littie lower than I did on a district I 
wanted,and he lost money on it from the day 
he started to sprinkle. I was anxious to 
know how he would manage,for I knew I had 
put my price down pretty far, so I drove over 
his district one day. He met me and tried to 
sellouttome. ‘No, sir,’ Isaid, ‘I don’t do 
business that way. You went in here at such 
a price that nobody could make any money, 
and now, by jingo, you’ll have to stand it.’ ’’ 

Pollman ts a tall, well-made man of about 
40, whotalks impetuously and gives one the 
impression of independence and straight-for- 
wardness. He continued his talk by com- 
plaining thatso much had been said about 
sprinklers’ rings that people in town had got 
the impression thatthey werea setof rob- 
bers who could put up prices as highas they 
pleased. 

‘*Not only is the cily getting its sprinkling 
by those contracts 100 percent cheaper than 
it used to be dene, but Water Commissioner 
Holman is attending to his part of the 
business so closely that the sprinklers are 
actually equipping the town with new fire 
plugs for nothing,’’ saidhe. ‘*That’s where 
the shoe pinches us now. The fire depart- 
ment uses the sprinkling plugs, and they 
are much more likely to damage them than 
the sprinklers, because they are always ina 
hurry, of course, but the sprinklers have to 

ay for the repairs. Ihave paid the city 

2,500 myself to repair plugs. That 
is aninjustice. The plugs inthe city when 
the sprinkling began were all old-fashioned. 
The new ones we pay for arethe Dest Hol- 
Man can putin. That’s well enough forthe 
city, but it’s rough onus. Ihave been ad 
vised by lawyers that the money we have 
paid for the repair of plugs which we didn’t 
break could be recovered by law. These de- 
ductions for plugs cut down our profits 
greatly and they are something you can’t 
figure on atall. You never know what they 
are going to be till Holman reports. Of 
course they make the sprinkling bids 
higher.’’ ° 

tg Supt. W. L. Johnson said: ‘‘I 
have heard nothing about any combine 
among the sprinklers, but I have understood 
that they were going to put up their bids 
high enough to cover the deductions made 
for plugs. 

‘*It must be remembered,’’ Supt. Johnson 
continued, ‘‘that there is no danger of a suc- 
cessful combine among the sprinklers for the 

urpose of extortion. The Board of Public 

mprovements watches the bids, and if they 
are out of reason the Board can refuse to ac- 
cept them.’’ 


Delegate Clark’s Electric Light. 


Delegate P. H. Clark came out of the office 
of Electric Light Superintendent A.J.O’Reilly 
this morning with a smile on his face. 

‘*I promised some of ths people in my ward 
to get them @n electric light as a Christmas 


present,’’ said he, ‘‘and O’Rellly is going to 
send up and have the light swung right 
away.’ 

He went down-stairs, stepping proudly. 
In a few minutes Supt. O’Rellly darted out of 
his office and wentall overthe hall hunting 
the Delegate. In his hand he held the pe- 
tition the Assemblyman had brought him. 
Without itthe light can’t be putup. Dele- 
gate Clark had left the number of the block 
blank, and probably had intended to get 
it from O’Reilly and suut it in, but 
had gone away forgetting it. The superin- 
tendent came back to his office and threw 
the petition in a drawer. 

‘*All I can tell you it is that the people who 
wantit live in the thirty hunareds on La 
Sallie and Hickory street,’’ saidhe. ‘‘Ican’t

After the Messenger Companies, 
Addrew J. O’Rellly, Superintendent of the 
city’s Electric Wire Department, says that as 
as soon the bill putting the location of poles 
into the hands of theAssembly !s passed he will 
have another bill introduced regulating the 
small express and messenger companies. 


Those companies are growing rapidly, ex- 
tending their wire system every day and are 
entirely without the control of the city offl- 
cers. ‘‘It would be contrary tothe public 
good to allow them to continue s0,’’ Supt. 
O’Reilly said. ‘*They employ linemen, run 
their wires along our bulidings without ask- 
ing permission, and often cause fires that 
might be prevented if their wires were prop- 
erly placed. They give no bond and are thus 
without responsibility to the city, while the 
other wire companies give a big bond. ’’ 


Baby Carriages and Bicycles. 

Chairman Nelson Cole says he will summon 
the wheelman of the city before the Council 
Committee on Ways and Means early next 
month to express their opinion on the bill 
putting a license tax of $1 on bicycles. ‘‘It 
strikes me,’’ said their man Cole to-day, 
‘‘that if the wheels are to be taxed, the little 
ones should be made to pay as well as the big 
ones, They are certain 7 nuisance of the 
two, Then, how about bab Carriages?

IT HAS A CHARTER RIGHT To OWN Its 
LIGHTING FACILITIE3, 


Provision Made for Purchass of Gag 
Works and Creating the Oiios of Gas 
Commissioner—President McDonali’s 
Offer to Sell at First Cost—City Coun. 
selor Marshall’s Views. 


When the Municipal Electric Licht Power 


Co. introduces before the Municipa! meeting 

probably atits next meeting,a bill asking 
foran increase in the price paid for ctr 

lighting there will arise an tnterestiil 
problem for the city fathers to solve. At mn. 
sight it appears to be a problem containing 
plain business proposition based upon a very 
simple matter of profit and loss, How the 
city can deal with it under the charter and 
in its present financial condition is Another 
matter which can only be settled by discug. 
sion and investigation. 

The Municipal Co., according to statements 
made by its new President, Mr. R. 1. Mc Don. 
ald of Fort Wayne, Ind., will ask for an fn. 
crease in the price of city lighting from ee 
per light per annum, the present contract 
price, to $130. This means a heavy additional 
expense to the city for the remaining 
eight years of the Municipal Co.'s 
contract, should the increase be granted by 
the Municipal Assembly. The total numbers 
of city lights now in use is 2,400. The addi. 
tional cost of maintaining that number at 
$180 per light instead of $74.95 for eight years 
would be something over $1,100,000. With 
the increase in the number of lights that wil! 
be necessitated by the City’s growth and Im. 
provement during the eight years, the total) 
ofadditional expense caused by the increase 
asked for by the Municipal Electric Licht Co, 
would far exceed that amount, reaching 
probably a total of nearly $2,000,000, 

THE CITY CAN BUY. 

The ten-year contract of the Municipa) 
Co. withthecity givesto the latter the Op- 
tion of purchasing the Municipal plant at the 
exiration of the contract, at a 
fair market price. President McDonald! 
States that the city can purchase the plant 
now, at the time of the company’s forfeiture 
of contractand payment of fhe $50,000 for- 
feit, for the first cost of the piant.. Thig 
would mean, apparently, that the purchasé 
could be effected for $2,000,000, which was the 


To meet 
that cost a bonded indebtedness of $1,500,000 
was created. and a sale of the plant for $2,- 
000,000 would, therefore, protect the Munt.- 
cipal Co.’s bondholders. The officials of the, 
company state that protection of these bond. 
holders would be the first and principal con- 
sideration in disposing of the plant 
to the city. There has been 
added to the cost of the 
Municipal’s monopoly of electric lighting fa. 
cilities in St. Louis a total to date of just 
$943,000. This was caused principally, how. 
ever, by buying out rival companies that had 
entered the field of competition. 

With the Municipal Co.’s plant thus offered 
tothe city atits first cost, anda prospect of 
having to pay under any circumstances over 
$1,000,000 additional charge (ffor light. 
ing for the next eight years, 
the advisability of purchasing the 
pliant and thus taking charge of the busi. 
ness of both public and private lighting 
would seem to be one of the points for con. 
sideration in settling the questions now 
raised by the municipal company’s proposed 
forfeiture of contract. City Counsellor Mar. 
shail was seen by a PostT-DISPATCH re- 
porter this morning relative to the situation, 

CITY COUNSELOR MARSHALL’S VIEWS. 

**Without haying studied the question,! 
would say that there is no doubt of the city's 
right and power to go into the business of 
lightigg on its own account If It sees fit to do 
so,’’ said Mr. Marshall. 

**Paragraph 2 of section 26 of article of 
the charter evidently contemplates sucha 
contingency, that paragraph providing for 
the establishment, improvement, lighting 
and sprinkling of all streets, avenues, side- 
walks, alleys, wharves and public grounds 
and squares, and providing for the payment 
of costs and expenses thereof, 

‘*In addition also to that section, there is 
another more definitely providing for the 
city’s doing its own lighting. Sec, 4 of article 
4 of the charter reads as follows: 

* **In case the city at any time becomes the 
owner of any gas-works then there shail be 
added tothe Commissioners before named : 
Gas Commissioner. * * *.’ % 

‘*Of course that section would apply equally 
to electric-light works, it being latonded to 
cover the contingency of the city’s becdming 
the owner of its own lighting facilities, 
whether gas or electric. 

‘*It would appear at first sight asa wiseé 
step for the city to buy its own electric Nght 
plant instead of paying practically as much 
money for the lighting, as it is fora private 
individual to buy his home rather than pay 
its cost In rent. But there are other questions 
to be considered. One is that of the city’s 
controlling the lighting of all residences, etc, 
as it does the supplying of water. 
It would seem that the clty could easily do 
this, as, owning its electric light plant, It 
could deny any other company the use of the 
streets Or refuse them a franchise. but 
whether it would even then be cheaper for 
the city to control its own lighting as it does 
its water supply is a question to be con- 
sidered. If the Municipal company finds 
that it can make no money at present 
rates, and that the private demand for 
electric lighting is not nearly so large as was 
expected, the chances are that the city 
the long run would fail to save money by 
such a plan. 

‘‘Itis a well-known fact that it costs4 
municipality more torun any large works of 
that description than it would a private cor 
poration or firm, and the experimeat of & 
city’s doing its own lighting has never, 
I believe, been attended with good re 
sults. Butagainst this fact is the furthes 
fact that the Water Commissioner’s office 8 
St. Louis has never failed to show a balance 
on the right side at the close of the year. Thé 
question as it now arises 15 an interes 
one. It could not be disposed of withou 
considerable study of the situation and es 
pecially of the city’s ability to make such # 
purchase as that of the Municipal to.# 
pliant.

GOING TO HONDURAS. 


St. Louisans Investing in Fruit Lands 
in Central America, 


Feveral St. Loulsans have become inter- 
ested in an American fruit comany in Hon- 
duras and expect to join the recently es- 
tablished colony at Sangrelaya, onthe east- 
ern coast of Honduras in ashort time. The 
company bas a concession of about 1,500,000 
acres of land lying along the coast froma 
point near Truxillo to Cape Cameron at the 


mouth of the Biack River and extending 
back some sixty milesintothe country. Mr. 
R. H. Williams says that the company al- 
ready has$ quitefa village of American colo- 
nists at Sangrelaya and is buliding a 
hotel there and wharf and depot and that 
before the end of 1894 the projected road bDe- 
tween Sangrelaya and Zegucigaipa will have 
been completed, giving that pointthe only 
railroad tween thecoast and the capital 
of the country. Mr. Wiillams expects to 
operate quite a large plantation with the 
help of the native Caribs,and hopes ina 
few yearsto be shipping bananas, pineap- 
ples, cocoanuts, oranges, lemons, coffee an 
other tropical productions to Sr. Louis. The 
resent administration of Honduras is very 
riendly to American enterprises in the 
country, as was President Bogran’s. Presi- 
dent Leiva’s wife is an American iady and the 
President himself was in this country several 
years asthe representative of Honduras at 
Washington. Mr. Alvarado, his Secretary 
of War, is a son-in-law of United States Con- 
sul Burchard at Ruatan, Honduras, and Mr, 
Zelaya, another member of his Cabinet, has 
traveled pretty extensively in the United 
States.

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FRIENDS CONFUSED. 


Mrs. Annie Swart Obtained a Divorce 
on the Grounds of Desertion. 


THE POPULAR LADY’S FRIENDS SAY 
THAT HER HUSBAND HAD DIED, 


Others Say They Have It From Her Own 
Lips, Prior to Her Departure With Her 
New Husband, That Mr. Swart, Who 
Was Tender and Kind, Is Now Insane— 
Misunderstandings. 


Theefforts of the court officials and Mrs. 
Annie Swart’s lawyer to conceal the lady’s 
divorce proceedings seem all the more re- 
markable in the light of the latést develop- 
ments. The fact of the filing of the suit last 
August was withheld from the public, as was 
also the granting of the divorce Dec. 10, and 
neitlier would have been made public but for 
the marriage last Tuesday of Mrs. Swart to 
Mr. Frank Oroff, her manger in the publica- 
tion in which she is interested... A number of 
her St. Louis friends supposed that she was a 
widow, as they say she had repeatedly told 
them.asanuch, and were much surprised to 
learn ofthe divorce proceedings. One lady 
indeed, is still sanguine that the papers have 
made a mistake in reporting Mrs. Swart as 
baving obtained a divorce from her first 
husband. ‘‘Why,’’ said the lady this morn- 
ing, ‘‘Mr.Swart has been dead these three 
years. How dolknow it? Well, I know it. 
‘J’m positive. No, Mrs. Swart didn’t tell me, 
‘but I saw him myselt after he was dead right 
in St. Louis. Did he dle here? I 
don’t know anything about that, 
but I do kKnow that he was in 
@ninsane asylum out West and that I saw 


him here atan undertaker’s when his body 
‘was being shipped to the East. 


No, I never 
isaw him before, but I know that that was his 
body, and I can’t tell you how I Know it but I 
He was a very fine looking gentle- 
snan I should judge from what Ihave heard 
tie was 
‘sent to the insane asylum from this city 
‘about four years ago and was in the asylum 
before he died. He 
used to live here in St. Louis with her and my 
understanding is that they were living to- 
gether here at the time he was sent to the 
asylum.,.’’ 

The lady asked that her name not.be usea 
in the publication of the interview, as she de- 
sired toavoid the unpleasant notoriety the 
publication of her name might give her. She 
seemed to bea warm friend of Mrs. Swart, 
now Mrs. Orff, however, and said that the 
lady was one of the noblest: women she 
ever met. She always had an ear for any tale 
of sorrow or distress and would go down in 


*her pocket and show her sympathy in a Sub- 


She was once in Mrs. Swart’s 
employ, she said, and the lady had paid her 
not only her salary but extra money besides. 

Mrs. John Uptenis another of a number of 
eople who supposed Mrs. Orff was a widow. 
Phey attended Martin’s Short-hand School 
together five years agothis winter, sald Mrs. 
Upton this morning, and according tothe 
latter Mrs. Swart, as she was then, told her 
that her husband was in apn . insane 
asylum at that time. A few 
months ago Mrs. Young met her again, for 
the first time tohave a conversation with 

her intwo orthree years, and onthis oc- 
ecasion Mrs. Young was informed, she says, 
that Mr. Swart had died. This conversation 
took place, Mrs. Young says, at Mitchell’s 
restaurant and they were taking lunch to- 
gether at the sametable. They met there by 
accident. Mrs. Young says there can be no 
mistake that Mrs. Swart told her on that oc- 
casion that her husband was dead. 

Mrs. Maria Johnson, of the Svectafor, said 
this morning that she, too, had been in- 
formed that Mrs. Swart’s husband had died 
and was under that impression for some 
time. The last report, however, was that 
he was in an asylum. Mrs. Johnson 
spoke very highiy of Mrs. Ort 
and. said that she deserveda great deal of 
credit for her energy and enterprise. She 
was such a good solicitor of advertising for 
her paper that that she was golng to pay for 
her fine new residence in advertising. All of 
the contractors except one had agreed, she 
understood, totake their payin advertising, 
end that one was the manthat dug the cei- 
lar. He would take nothing but hard cash. 

Mrs. kL. B. James is another of Mrs. Orff’s 
confused friends and admirers. As _ -to 
Mrs. Swart’s first husband, the one 
from whom she was divorced, she 
understood that he was still lHhving 
and was in an insane asylum at 
Alpany, N. Y., where Mrs. Orff formerly 
lived. She never heard of his being in an 
asylum anywhere else. He was placed there 
by his own brother, Mr. Swart of Chicago, 
who is a successful business man in that city. 
Mrs. Orf?’s maiden name was Yule, and her 
parents lived at Albany. - 

Mrs. James spoke in the highest terms of 
Mrs, Orff, and hoped that the papers would 
not say any more about her divorce. 

Another lady seen in regard to the matter 
said that Mrs. Swart had on more than one 
occasion spoken very highly of her husband 
to her and represented him almost asan ideal 
husband upto the time he lost his mind. He 
treated her affectionately and provided well 
for herand she had a happy home until she 
awoke one day to the realization of the fact 
that her husband was notin his right mind. 
Their property was now in such a condition, 
owing to his mental disorder, that she was 
jeft almost penniless when he was taken to 
the insane asylum. 

Every one of Mrs. Orff’s acquaintances 
seen this morning had only words of praise 
for her and all were certain that she had 
done nothing that would refiect upon her in 
the least if all the facts were known. 

The divorce was asked for and granted on 
the ground of desertion. The petition stated 
that the plaintiff was married to Edward R. 
Bwart, June 13, 1877, and that they lived to- 
gether untill June 20, 1886, when her husband 
cgeserted,

The goods wliich the 
United States fishermen bring are not alto- 
gether American and are not on board when 
leaving the United States. As the Island of 
St. Pierre is off the coast between Fortune 
and Placentia bays, it is the cus- 
tom of United States fishing schooners 
to call at that port first to ascertain where 
herring are to be had, and secondly to obtain 
asupply of rum, gin, tea and tobacco with 
which to cajole Newfoundland fishermen. It 
is needlessto say that none of these articles 

ay duty at St. Pierre. They learn whether 
tis best to goto Placentia or Fortune Bay 
and accordingly depart. If*they go tothe 
latter they enter the bay and coast down the 
western shore, avoiding ports of entry and 
trading as.they go until they - finally 
reach Sound Island or its vicinity. 
Here they are to enter, that is if within reach 
of a Custom-house officer, whom they do 
their best toavoid. Ifherring are not pléen- 
tiful, as at present, the rum jar playsa prom- 
inent part in the securing of the biggest share 
of what are being caught. Immediately our 
fishermen board an American schooner, the 
jar is set out and they are told to 
help themselves. Americans even Carry a 
jar in their boats when they - set 
out to make purchases and bargains are 
made by means of rum, totheinjury of our 
people. This year they have contracted with 
our people to take herringat their measure, 
which is one and a half barrels, and our fish- 
ermen are giving herring to them at the rate 
of 67 cents for a thirty-two-gallon Darrel, al- 
though they have the name of getting $1 for 
them. While the Americans can thus pur- 
chase with an illegal measure, Newfound- 
land buyers cannot get the same measure 
for $1, and the reason they 
cannot do so is because they 
have no rum to ‘‘wet’’ the bargain. At all 
times rum is the sheet anchor of the Ameri; 
can herring buyer. With it he makes his 
bargain and with it he secures a larger meas- 
ure than he is entitled to and a iarger quanti- 
ty of herring thanhe has a right to. The 
trade has a demoralizing effect on our people 
and no one but those who have witnessed 
such can imagine the scenesofr debaucher 
and immorality that are practiced in out-of- 
the-way coves and harbors in Placentia and 
Fortune Bays, where these American vessels 
congregate.

MUST HURRY UP. 


Railroad Commissioners After the St. 
Louis & Hannibal Road. 


Railroad Commissioner T. J. Hennessey has 

just submitted to the board a report which 

seriously reflects on the St. Louis & Hannibal 
Railway Co. A number of complaints, it ap- 
pears, have been made against the condition 
of the road and the alleged failure of the 
management to take the necessary pre- 
cautions against accidents. Two years 
ago the State Hailroad Commission 
made an investigationand ordered that the 
road be placed ina safe condition as soon as 
possible. The management of the road prom- 
ised to remedy the defects and began work in 
that direction, but it seemsit has not done 
enough to satisfy the Rallroad Commission- 
ers. In his report just submitted Commis- 

sioner Hennessey who completed his last ex- 
amination of the road a few days ago recom- 
mends that prompt action be taken at once. 

His report is as follows: 

COMMISSIONER HENNESSEY’S REPORT. 


Eapeognent to my ee and report of the con- 
dition of the St. Louis & Hannibal! Railway in Febru- 
ary, 1889, the Commissioners by their order mado 
Feb. 7, 1889, required that it be placed in a safe con- 
dition in a time as possible. In 
1890 inspections of this line 
and work of repairs pro- 
gressingin a reasonably expeditious manner, es- 
poses the work of improvement of track and road 
ye d. onsiderable work was also being done in the 
way of repairs of bridges and trestles, In accordance 
with the order of the board made on the 14th of De- 
cember I again madea careful inspection of the line 
and am pleased to be able to state that so far asthe 
road bed and track are concerned the requirements 
of the board have been complied with. 
Fifty thousand new crossties have been put in; 
twenty-one miles of track renewed with steel rails; 
ditches cleaned out; mew cattle-guards built and 
track overhauled and surfaced for the entire line. 
number of bridges and trestles have been 

repaired and some bridges entirely rebuilt. 
There are, however. a large number of bridges 
and tresties that are considered by me as 
unsafe. I find rotten timbers inali of the structures 
mentioned hereinafter. Some of the mud sills sup- 
porting Bents are rotten; also some of the stringers, 
ties and guard rails. All rotten timbers should be 
taken out and new ones substituted. I cannot guar- 
antee “7 degree of safety to the traveling public 
over thisiine under the present conditions. Vhile 
it is possible that trains might go over in safety for 
two or even six months I 

ared to say 60, and : 
Sommissioners to the requires prompt 
action on their part in thiscase. The officials of this 
road having bad nearly two yearsin which todo the 
work necessary in renewing or thoroughly repairing 
all the bridges and trestles on the line, and having 
failed to do so or not having asked for an extension 
oftime, andas they are not going ahead with the 
work of reconstruction, Ithink it the duty of the 
Commissioners to proceed under the law by requir- 
ing them to have the following numbered bridges 
and trestles rebuilt or repaired as soon as possible: 

No. 1, considered unsafe; ought to be rebuilt: No. 
6, rotten stringers, No. 17, How truss 120 feet in 
length, iron angle biocks broken; otherwise good;

FOR THE DEFENSE. 


A Chemist On the Stand in the Trial of} 


Dr. Graves. 


TESTIMONY OF THE NURSE OF THE POI- 
SONED MRS. BARNABY. 


How the Statements of Hanscom and Con- 
rod Seemed to Impress the Jury—An 
Effect Which It Will Be Hard for De- 
fendant’s Counsel to Dispell—Demeanor 
of the Accused. 


DENVER, Colo., Dec. 24.—The storm kept 
away many of the regular attendants at the 
Graves- Barnaby trial to-day,but their places 
were supplied by others, glad to get a 
glimpse of the now celebrated de- 
fendant, who was expected to take the 
stand and testify in his own 
behalf to-day. The interest grows as the 
case goes on and seats inthe court-room are 
never available after the proceedings begin. 
Judge Macon didnot appear until9:15 and 
the trial was proceeded with. 

Niel Dahl, a chemist, was called to the 
stand. He wasa graduate of a Copenhagen 
college. Hesaid thatarsenite of potassium 
was commonly used as a medicine inthe 
shape of Fowlers solution, There were 
formulas for compounding almost any 
sort of medicine in various books. 
The formula for compounding ar- 
senite of potassium was very simple. 
allthat was necessary was to take equal 
parts of arsenic and potash and boiling them 
in water and then adding a little essence of 
lavender. To make it a stronger solution 
thon Fowler’s it was necessary to add a little 
more arsenic or to add less water. He 
usually solid Fowler’s solution in prescrip- 
tions, but sometimes people bought it to use it 
themselves. Livery stabies sometimes pur- 
chased it. Witness made tests to find arsenic 
often. If it were in the viscera he would use 
Marsnh’s test. If there were only a one- 
twelfth of a grain he would not 
depend alone on Marsh’stest. If he founda 
mirror by Marsh’s test he would test the 
mirror tolearn whether it was arsenic or 
not. Without testing the mirror hecould not 
tell whether it was arsenic or not, for anti- 
mony very often resembled the arsenic mir- 
ror. Arsenic would be evaporated at a lower 
temperature than antimony. 

Witness explained a numberof tests, and 
said after the mirrors were obtained in little 
glass tubes, it was necessary totest them to 
prove what they were. There were many 
vegetable alkaloids which could not be de- 
tected in the system after being taken, Here 
he read the formula for making Fowler’s s50- 


lution out ofa medical receipt Dook. 
THE STATE’S STRONG POINT. 

The testimony of John Conrad and De- 
tective Hanscom are the strong points on the 
side of the prosecution. That the state- 
ments made by these two witnesses had a 
telling effect upon the jury; that they made 
an impression, which it will be well 
nigh impossible for the defense to 
remove, is the general conclusion in Denver. 
Dr. Graves’ testimony will scarcely effect the 
purpose of his counsel. The appearance of 
the defendant in the witness box forcibly re- 
called the scene wher the Pinkerton agent 
told in his re convincing way, how the 
doctor, with little urging, confessed that he 
had sent the bottle of whisky to Mrs. 
by, but that it Was pure whiskey whet 
it left his hand; how, When __—sitoild 
that he ought to publish a statement of this 
fact, Dr. Graves completely broke down and 
cried that he could not now take this course, 
as he had already solemnly assured his wife 
and friends that he had not sent the bottle 
and had never seen it. 

When this testimony wentin it was an ex- 
citing time inthe court-room, Never before 
since the trial began have the spectators lis- 
tened with such intensified interest. Almost 
breathless with suspense they strained their 
eyes toward the witness-stand. Judge 
Rising listened with a face suffused with in- 
terest, and when the District Attorney asked 
his questions he leaned forward in anticipa- 
ticn of the answer, Dr. Graves was notable 
to hide his emotion. He shifted restlessly in 
his chair, and his face was covered with a 
deathly pallor. Mrs. Graves watched the 
movements of her husband with perceptible 
anxiety. There was no need of bailiffs to rap 
fororder, The court-room was as still asa 
tomb. 

IT WAS CONVINCING. 

Whether or not the jJurymen were con- 
vinced of thé truth of Hanscom’s statement, 
it carried conviction to the Lsteners in the 
crowned court-room. It was at the Barnaby 
residence in Providence, the detective said, 
that the fatal admission was made. 

For five nights, he said, personating a 
brother of Mr. Conrad, he met Dr. Graves 
there and employed all the artifices of a 
detective to discover the perpetrator of the 
crime. He testified that Dr. Graves first 
denied all Knowledge of any bottle. Then he 
advanced theories about the poisoning. 
Afterwards, he acknowledged that he had 
sent a bottle, but that pure whisky was init 
waen he sent it. 

‘*Promise me now, on your honor asa 
Conrad, that you will never tell ina court of 
justice, what I now confess,’’ the accused 1s 
alleged to have said, before he told the re- 
puted story of the bottle which he sent to the 
unfortunate dead. The promise was made 
and the acknowledgment made. ‘‘Butit 
was pure whisky when I sent it,’’ he 
insisted to tne last. When this admis- 
sion had been made the witness said Dr. 
Graves reeled, almost overcome by the in- 
tense excitement he was enduring, and 
called for whisky to give him strength. The 
liquor was administered, and in a state of 
the most intense excitement the accused de- 
parted. . He promised to return and give 
more particulars about the sending of the 
bottle, but he never did, % 


MRS. BARNABY’S NURSE. 

Mrs. Fuller, who nursed Mrs. Barnaby and 
Mrs. Worrell, was the next witness. Shehad 
been a professional nurse about six years. 
She was called to nurse the ladiesat the 
Worrell house by Dr. Holmes about noon of 
the day after the ladies were taken sick. 
Mrs. Barnaby was vomitingand witness re- 


| mained with her untilll o’clock that night. 


She vomited three or fourtimes during the 
day. She complained of burning ofthe throat 
and thirst; witness did not give her any 
water. Mrs. Worrell slept a.#ood bit and did 
not vomitany. Witness did not give her any 
water, but she drank milk. She did not com- 
plain of any pain. Witness was told when 
she was dismissed thatthe friends of the 
family wanted to take care of her. Mrs. 
Worrell’s face was very red. 
SALLIE HENLEY. 

Sallie Henley was now called to the stand. 
She was dressed in a light costume, but 
looked pale. She said her home 
was in Newport, R. Be She 
had heen a saleswoman for many 
years and had supported herself since she 
was15. She metthe doctor in January, 1889, 
ata Grand Army fair. She met him several 
times afterthat. She first met Mrs. Barnaby 
at Dr. Graves’ house. Mrs. Graves invited 
her to the house, The doctor. had been 
the witness’. physician, At that time she 
was boarding at the Woman’s Christian 
gin gy Dr. Graves. said to Mrs. 
Marnaby when heitintroduced her: ‘‘This is 
the dap lady who is to travel with you.’’ 

She said she would accept witness’ serv- 
ices and left the wagesto be settled by the 
doctor, this was in the middle of 
May, and witness left Providence in 
June with the doctor and Mrs. Graves 
and met Mrs. Barnaby in New York. They 
reached the Adirondacks the 29th ofthe 
month. The witness dressed and undressed 
Mrs, Barnaby. The latter was out 
or doors nearly every day, rain or 
shine. Witness seldom accompanied her; 
she nearly always went boating. She left 
her service on e. 16. he never 
had a disagreement with Mrs. Barnuab 
nor did she know that the women ha 
ever complained about her, She never knew 
of Mrs, Barnaby receiving letters from her 
daughters or writing to them on Oct. 1. 
Witness made a contract with Mrs. Barnaby 
to remain in her. service if she 
went to Cuba, but {if she decided to West she 
was to take Mrs. Worrell. She and Mrs. 
Barnaby returned to Providence.

TWO SHOPLIFTERS. 


The Police Think They Have Captured a 
Pair. 

Detectives Frese and Fitzgerald made 
what is expected to prove an im- 
portant capture at Fourth and Chestnut 
streets this morning when they took into 
custody two suspicious-looking men who 
were Carrying three solid silver soup ladles, 
none of which were packed up. 
When asked for an explanation 
they talked in a rambling way withou 
coming tothe point, This caused the detect- 
ives to take them tothe Four Courts, where 
they gave the names of Frank Miller and 
George H. Morton.

Startling Disclosures Made Ooncerning 
the Mercier Government. 


MONTREAL, Dec. 24.—Revelations made by 
the investigation of the boodle ringin the 
Mercier Cabinetare startlingand recall the 
Tweed regime in its palmiest days in New 
York. The late Government’s last financial 
statement estimated the deficit for the year 
at $600,000.

A San Franciscotelegram tothe New York 
WORLD gives aninterview with Sullivan on 
Slavin.

‘‘He knew what he was doing when he 
made that talk,’’ said John,*‘‘for Mitchell, 
knowing me as well as he uoes, felt sure I 
would keep my contract. They also thought 
I coula not get into fighting trim in eight or 
ten weeks. I’ll give thdt Australain more 
fight than he wants before he gets through, 
I got it in the neck from his countrymen and 
I’il get my revenge out of his hide. Just 
when I thought everything looked like get- 
ting a match with Slavin, he goes and sixns 
with Jackson. Hedon’t want to fight me, 
that’s as clear ascrystal.’’ 

Sullivan, in the opinion of competent 
judges—men who Know his condition thor- 
oughly—could not be got into fighting shape 
in less than three months. Paddy Ryan, ina 
conversation with the WORLD’S representa- 
tive to-day, said John would need consider- 
ably more than three months’ time to fit him 
for a battle.
